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DETAILED ACTION 

• This office action is responsive to the following communication: A Request for 
Continued Examination filed on 06/13/2006. 

• Applicant's amendment received on 06/13/2006 has been entered and made of record. 

• Currently Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12-15 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12-15 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12-15, in the examiner's opinion, it would not have 
been obvious to have the inventions as claimed, which includes the display of information 
relating to the spool state of printing jobs of each of the other network printing apparatuses in 
response to a preset operation. The closest prior art of record, cited Kageyama et al. (US Patent 
5,625,757), teaches a network printing system, in which a plurality of computer devices and 
printing apparatuses are coimected to the network, comprising: a spool section for spooling print 
jobs; a display section for displaying print job information and information of other network 
printing apparatuses in response to preset operations; an operating section for receiving a 
specification on one of the print jobs and a specification on one of the network printing 
apparatuses; and a transfer section for transferring the specified print job to the specified network 
printing apparatuses. Kageyama, however, fails to teach or suggest that the information of the 
other network printing apparatuses includes a "spool state of the printing jobs of each of the 
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other network printing apparatuses". Therefore, because of this feature, the claims are rendered 
allowable.
